Bu rton, a colored man of Cmmers- 
y ille, Thu rsday afternoon, following 
an alleged assau lt on Hob b s of three 
Connersv ille negroes. 
Coroner C. M. Spicely was-ex pect- 
ed to file b is v erdict y esterday and 
again today , b u t today had not y et 
done so. 
Bu t the Connersv ille News 
states that the su b stance of what the 
v erdict will b e has b een learned from 
wiiat is considered 
u nqu estionab le 
au thority . 
The 
News in its story 
y esterday 
inferred 
that 
Coroner 
(Spicely , althou gh he had not filed the 
v erdict, had giv en ou t what it wou ld 
b e. 
It is stated in b oth Connersv ille pa­ 
pers that the v erdict will b e that of 
ju stifiab le homicide. 
Coroner Spiee- 
ly ’s action, it is b eliev ed, was gener­ 
ally ex pected in Connersv ille in v iew 
of the circu mstances su rrou nding the 
. shooting. The colored man, so far as 
has b een learned, according to the 
Connersv ille News, 
was on top of 
Hob b s, when the fatal shots were fir­ 
ed. 
It is said that the general feel­ 
ing in Connersv ille, b oth among the 
white and colored people of the com- 
piu nity , was that Hob b s acted pu rely 
in self defense. 
, If the coroner’s report ex onerates 
JTob b s, as it is said it will, there is 
ev ery reason to b eliev e that Hob b s 
will b e released at the 
preliminary 
hearing tomorrow afternoon. 
Donald Goodson of this city , who 
was shot in the 
b reast b y a stray 
b u llet du ring the fray , is fast im­ 
prov ing. It is thou ght b y the attend­ 
ing phy sician that it will not b e nec­ 
essary to remov e the b u llet which is 
lodged b ehind his left shou lder b lade.

He was 
giv en the g reatest ov ation which any 
one speak er ev er receiv ed at the a s­ 
semb ly here. 
The 
prolonged ap­ 
plau se rang and echoed b ack from the 
tall timb ers in the park . 
For the b enefit of those who ex pect 
to hear Mr. McConnell this ev ening, 
it might b e well to mention that he 
still has that famou s smile. When he 
emerged from the 
doorway at the 
b ack of the stage, his face b egan to 
spread, someb ody 
started the ap­ 
plau se, it was pick ed u p b y another 
person, and in a few seconds there 
were few qu iet hands in the v ast a s­ 
semb lage of people. By the time Lin­ 
coln McConnell 
had 
walk ed to the 
front of the stage his face as most 
local people will rememb er it, w reath­ 
ed with a happy ex pression with his 
row of b eau tifu l white teeth standing 
ou t prominently lik e a series of glist­ 
ening pearls. 
Two thou sand people in the colise­ 
u m, ev en thou gh it is large, tests the 
capacity of the new b u ilding, b u t that 
was the nu mb er which was estimated 
to b e present this afternoon. 
It 
wou ld b e warm in an iceb erg today , 
so it is easy to imagine ju st ab ou t 
how it was in the coliseu m this after­ 
noon. The heat was noticab ly worry ­ 
ing the large crowd while it was g ath­ 
ering and while people were seek ing 
their seats. 
Du ring the prelu de the 
crowd was restless, v ery noticeab ly 
so, du e to the ex treme heat. 
Bu t no so after “Link ” McConnell 
got well u nder way . He had not b een 
talk ing long b efore the au dience was 
as qu iet and still as the ocean du ring 
a calm, with the ex ception of an oc­ 
casional b u rst of lau ghter at some of 
the lectu rer’s witticisms. 
Mr. McConnell was b illed to speak 
on the su b ject, “A Happy Home and 
How to Mak e It” and that was the 
su b ject of his discou rse. He started 
ou t on the b asis that the real qu es­ 
tion at issu e today is the qu estion of 
the home in America. 
He deplored the fact 
that there 
are so many b achelors in the world. 
“Why , if I were to b e elected to the 
Indiana 
legislatu re,” he 
said, “I 
wou ld pass a law which wou ld fii^e 
ev ery b achelor from $2 00 to $2 ,000 a 
y ear u nless he cou ld show a certifi­ 
cate, signed b y two women, that it 
was not his fau lt that he is a b ache­ 
lor.” 
Continu ing on the same x hou ghLhe 
said later, “You b achelors may think 
y ou are doing pretty well, b u t y ou are 
sponging y ou r refinement.”

New York, Aug. 8.—Samuel Brown, 
the cashier of the Long Dock Milling 
company, whose office was set fire to 
on Sunday night, lost his nerve at the 
end of a grilling examination in the 
office of Captaip Richards in the Sev­ 
enth 
street 
police 
station, 
Jersey 
City, and told bit by bit to the de­ 
tectives how he had been stealing 
money from the firm for months and 
how', becoming desperate, lie had Jiired 
a man to break Into the office and de­ 
stroy the books which soon would tell 
of his guilt. The man Who did the job, 
Frank Walsh, a ne’er-do-well who had 
been known to the Newark police for 
years as a tough character, died yes­ 
terday in St. Francis hospital, Jersey 
City, where he had been taken the 
night before frightfully burned. 
The statement involved also Patrick 
J. Timmins, a public accountant in 
Newark and for years a friend of 
Brow'n, who is locked up with Brown 
In the police station. 
The appearance of the office w'as so 
suspicious that the police looked up 
the movements of various employes 
and finally nabbed Brow'n, who con­ 
fessed his part in the crime. 
“I hired Walsh to destroy the led­ 
gers because I had been stealing mon­ 
ey and wanted them out of the w'ay," 
he said. 
“The company was going to 
have several expert accountants go 
over the hooks, and I knew that they 
would discover the thefts, although I 
tried to cover them up with false en­ 
tries” 
“I had been considering this thing 
for months,” continued Brown, “and 
talked it over with Patrick J. Tim­ 
mins. a friend of mine, and an expert 
accountant who has helped me to fix 
the books. 
I opened the door with 
my key and lit the gas. Then I open­ 
ed the safe and took out three check­ 
books and one cash-book. 
I saw' Tim­ 
mins and Walsh burn one of them 
over the gas jet. and then I left for 
home.” 
Brown said they took several gal­ 
lons of gasoline Into the office with 
them, and the police believe that after 
Timmins had helped Walsh to burn 
the books over the ga3 Jet he left 
Walsh, and then the latter, after pour­ 
ing the gasoline over the books, set 
fire to them. 
It must have exploded. 
Brown admits the theft of about 
$2 ,500. 
Manager Brinkerhoff of the 
company said he had trusted Brown 
implicitly. 
He had been with the firm 
for eleven years and was getting $50 
a week. 
Brown sa y s'h e used the 
stolen money to have a good time. He 
is married and has twro children.

The coin system of paying admis­ 
sions to the Indiana State Fair is to 
be tried for the first time the w eek of 
Sept. 4. It is to be tried to the end of 
making it more convenient for visit­ 
ors to get within the gates and avoid 
the usual crowds which flock about 
the ticket windows. It is thought that 
every person ip Indiana knows that 
the admission fee for ah adult to the 
Fair Is fifty cenjs, gnd for a boy or 
girl under twelve years the price is 
25 cents. 
Heretofore it has been the 
practice for the street cars to unload 
thousands of people at the Fair gates, 
followed by a rush for the ticket 
windows. 
It is now the purpose of the fair 
management to do aw'ay with this in­ 
convenience to 
visitors 
by 
asking 
each person to provide himself with 
the ^ xa ct change. 
A man or worpitn 
is asked to leave home for the Fa ir 
with a fifty cent piece to pay the gate 
admission, but instead of buying a 
ticket at the Fair, the visitor will pro­ 
ceed from the street car to the gate 
and deposit the coin in the turnstile. 
These mechanical devices will reg­ 
ister, or count, coins as readily as 
they will receive and count tickets, 
and the visitor will avoid the rush for 
tickets. 
All of the admission gates around 
th e"Fa ir grounds are provided with 
turnstiles and the coin system will'he 
tried at all of them.

The Greatest Danger In Flying. 
In flying an aeroplane the greatest 
danger com es from the constant tend ! 
—

A gust of wind, a

the high side brings it again to the 
horizontal. 
Then he uses the warping 
devices only In em ergencies. 
On this day at Belm ont park the 
w ind w as nasty and gusty, and I was 
in trouble at the very start. 
The ex ­ 
trem ely sm all breadth of the planes, I 
found, gave me practically no hori­ 
zontal support, and, though I 
kept 
steering first to one side aud then tp 
the other as the m achine careened 
over dangerously, I found that this 
sim ple m ethod of righting my balance 
wotiki not suffice. I had to keep warp­ 
in g /m y w ings to their utm ost lim it. 
and not for one mom ent did this ne­ 
cessity cease. 
In tho seven laps o f the yburse that 
I m ade I cannot tell how m any tim es 
I felt that I w as turning over in the 
air. 
Alm ost m om entarily I felt as 
though I 
m ust go crashing to the 
ground below, for try as I did I could 
not get an even balance on tho little 
pianos for any length of time. 
It w as a totally new experience for 
me, and I regretted more than once 
that I had not got these new planes 
in tim e to test them out and become 
accustom ed to their vagaries. - 


Demoralized by the Strain. 


Tho m ental and nervous strain of 
this flight w as totally demoralizing. 
There w as not a m om ent of certainty 
in it, except the certainty of dem oli­ 
tion if I relaxed my vigilance for an 
instant, and with this thought upper­ 
m ost it w as only natural that there 
sim ula t e a reflex action that had its 
physical effect, and I found m yself 
grasping my steering post w ith such a 
tension that it becam e painful to the 
finger Ups. 
It w as like learning to fly ail over 
again, aud I w as the sole representa­ 
tive of my native country In the great­ 
est com petition in the history of avia­ 
tion. 
My position m ight have struck 
m e as pathetic had it not been so dan­ 
gerous. 
For three circuits of the course I 
fought that stubborn aeroplane, deter­ 
m ined to conquer it and to m ake as 
good a show ing in the result as possi­ 
ble. 
Then I felt the strain begin to 
tell on m y nerves. 
I found m yself I 
w arping when th ere'w as no need for 
it. 
My arm s jum ped the steering post 
about in a way that threatened de­ 
struction, and I fancied the Bleriot 
yras bucking when she was on an even

w as a wom an tw enty-five years old, 
w ho had fallen on her nose w hen she 
w as seven years old.

From Purdue Experiment Sta­

Lecture Will Deal With the Problems 


Confronting Farmers Concerning 


Growing Wheat. 


The schedule of the 
wheat 
im­ 
provement lecture train of the agri­ 
cultural extension department of Pur­ 
due university has been arranged by 
the Big Four, over whose lines the 
special will be run. Sixty-four stops, 
at which the lecturers will address 
those interested in wheat improve­ 
ment, are planned during the seven 
days the special is out, beginning Au­ 
gust 21. 
The lectures will be from forty to 
sixty minutes'in length, and will deal 
with the selection of better varieties 
of wheat, cultural methods, fertiliza­ 
tion, how to treat wheat smut and 
other diseases, and the control of the 
Hessian fly, joint worm and other 
insects. 
Professor G. I. Christie, su­ 
perintendent of the agricultural ex­ 
tension department of Purdue, is in 
charge of the lecture work. 
Reports from local agents of the 
Big Four say that many inquries are 
being made by the farmers concern­ 
ing the special. 
The lectures will be 
made from the train, except the night 
meetings at Greensburg, 
Lawrence- 
burg, Wabash, Anderson, Greencastle 
and NewCastle, will be held in halls 
in those 
cities. 
The 
special 
will 
carry three day coaches, a 
dining 
car and a baggage car. NTo keep up 
with its schedule, the lecturers will 
dine between stations and 
the crew 
will dine while lectures are in pro­ 
gress.
